Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Twenty-first  Annual  Report, 
being  that  for  the  year  1905,  and  to  lay  before  you  certain  tables 
of  vital  statistics,  together  with  others  prescribed  by,  and  filled  up 
according  to,  instructions  received  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  ; also  the  reports  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 


THE  AREA. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  area  of  the  district  has  been  decreased 
by  the  acquisition  of  4384  acres  from  Coity  Lower  and  74|  acres 
from  the  parish  of  Daudy  by  the  Bridgend  Urban  district,  making 
a total  decrease  of  513  acres  in  the  Penybont  district.  The  district, 
according  to  figures  extracted  from  the  Ordnance  Reference  Books, 
now  comprises  an  area  constituted  as  follows  : —

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I am  glad  to  be  enabled  to  introduce  a short  description  of 
the  geology  of  the  district,  taken  from  the  most  recent  sources,, 
by  Mr.  H.  J.  Randall,  jun. 

PENYBONT  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

Geology. — The  geology  of  this  district  presents  a consider- 
able variety  of  features,  and  the  number  of  different  formations 
that  occur  within  it  is  very  large  for  such  a small  area.  In  fact, 
the  whole  district  is  one  of  great  interest  from  a geological  point 
of  view. 

The  extreme  northern  portion  of  the  area  is  within  the  basin 
of  the  South  Wales  Coalfield.  The  coal-measure  formation  chiefly 
consists  of  the  hard  sandstone  known  as  the  Pennant  grit,  the 
hardness  of  which  is  the  cause  of  the  deep,  narrow  valleys,  and 
of  the  steep,  abruptly  rising  hills  that  flank  them.  The  southern 
outcrop  of  the  coalfield  and  the  edge  of  the  basin  is  along  a line 
drawn  east  and  west  through  Tondu.  The  comparative  softness 
of  the  upturned  beds  along  the  line  of  outcrop  has  resulted  in  their 
suffering  from  weathering  to  a greater  extent  than  the  beds  which 
occupy  a more  horizontal  position.  The  result  of  this  is  seen  in 
the  depression,  which  almost  looks  as  if  it  were  a river  valley, 
that  extends  from  Pyle,  past  Tondu,  until  it  meets  the  Ewenny 
valley  to  the  east  of  Pencoed. 

Immediately  underlying  the  coal  measures  is  the  millstone- 
grit — called  in  some  places  by  miners,  the  “ Farewell  Rock,” — a 
very  hard  sandstone,  that  gives  rise  to  an  unmistakable  feature. 
This  feature  is  the  prominent  ridge  which  extends  from  Pen-y-castell 
camp,  overlooking  Pyle  on  the  west,  to  Pencoed  on  the  east.  Fur- 
ther east  of  this,  near  Llanilid,  in  the  Cowbridge  Rural  district, 
the  millstone  grit  comes  to  an  end  until  it  reappears  near  Pontvclun. 
The  Ogmore  River  has  cut  through  this  ridge  south  of  Tondu, 
but  otherwise  it  is  unbroken.  West  of  the  Ogmore  it  is  called 
Cefn  Cribbwr  ; east  of  the  river,  Cefn  Hirgoed. 

Up  to  this  line  the  geological  structure  of  the  district  is  simple, 
but  from  the  southern  edge  of  the  millstone  grit  to  the  sea  the 
succession  of  the  rocks  is  very  complicated,  and  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  follow  any  description  of  them  without  reference  to  a geo- 
logical map.  It  will  only  be  possible  to  indicate  the  formations 
in  the  geological  order  and  to  state  approximately  where  they 
occur.  The  oldest  of  these  formations  is  the  carboniferous  lime- 
stone. A very  considerable  area  of  this  formation,  in  the  northern 
portion  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan,  ceases  to  come  to  the  surface 
on  the  Crack  Hill,  in  the  Cowbridge  Rural  district,  where  it  disappears 
under  the  Lias.  West  of  Brocastle  it  outcrops  again,  and  a large 
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area  of  it  forms  Tair  Croes  Down,  Ewenny  Park,  and  Oldcastle 
and  Ogmore  Downs,  in  the  Penybont  Rural  district  ; and  again 
on  the  western  side  of  the  Ogmore  River.  Merthyrmawr  Warren, 
Newton  Down,  and  a portion  of  Stormy  Down,  until  it  ceases  a 
short  distance  east  of  Kenfig.  There  is  also  another  area  of  it  at 
Nottage  and  Porthcawl.  The  carboniferous  limestone  always 
produces  a dry  and  somewhat  thin  soil,  and  is  traversed  by  a great 
number  of  fissures.  The  result  of  this  is  that  most  of  the  rain  that 
falls  upon  it  is  carried  away  in  underground  streams,  while  the 
valleys,  like  Pant  St.  Brides,  are  often  entirely  dry.  The  accu- 
mulation of  underground  waters  often  gives  rise  to  very  large  springs, 
some  of  which,  like  Schwyl*  Pool,  from  which  the  water-supply  of 
Bridgend  is  obtained,  are  constant,  while  others,  like  the  Burrows 
Well,  on  Merthyrmawr  Warren,  are  intermittent. 

The  triassic  formation  is  represented  by  a large  area  of  con- 
glomerate extending  from  the  sea-coast  below  Newton  Nottage, 
in  Porthcawl  Urban  district,  to  Kenfig,  and  thence  to  North  Cornelau 
and  the  west  edge  of  Stormy  Down.  There  is  a small  area  of  the 
same  formation  extending  north  of  Tythegston,  and  a very  much 
larger  area  extending  northwards  from  the  villages  of  Coychurch 
and  Coitv,  until  it  meets  the  millstone  grit  ad  Cefn  Hirgoed.  Also 
included  in  the  trias  are  the  Rhaetic  beds,  which  in  this  part  are 
represented  b}^  a heavy  sandstone.  A thin  bed  overlying  the  con- 
glomerate extends  from  St.  Mary  Hill,  in  the  Cowbridge  Rural 
district,  to  Coity,  in  the  Penybont  Rural  district,  and  reappears 
at  the  well-known  Quarella  Quarries  at  Bridgend.  Thence  trending 
westwards,  these  beds  outcrop  over  a considerable  area  from  Penyfai 
ta  Pyle. 

Over  the  whole  of  the  remainder  of  the  district  the  subsoil 
-consists  of  the  clay  and  limestone  of  the  Lower  Lias.  On  the 
coast  east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Ogmore  the  well-known  Sutton 
beds  are  found,  the  quarries  of  which  have  been  worked  for  many 
centuries.  The  coast  section,  from  the  mouth  of  the  Ogmore  to 
Lavernock  Point,  is  a succession  of  beds  of  Lower  Lias,  and  is  prob- 
ably the  finest  exposure  of  these  beds  in  the  kingdom.  The  Lias 
beds  generally  give  rise  to  a sticky  clay  soil  that  is  difficult  to 
work,  but,  nevertheless,  is  fertile  and  produces  excellent  corn. 

It  remains  to  mention  the  clay  and  drift  beds,  the  remains 
and  the  evidence  of  the  last  great  Ice  age.  The  chief  exposure  of 
these  is  in  the  area  immediately  south  of  Bridgend,  where  there  is  a 
very  large  bed  of  glacial  clay  extending  from  Waterton  to  the 
Ogmore  River,  and  overlaid  in  the  portion  nearest  to  the  river  by 
a coarse  gravel  containing  many  boulders,  which  is  also  probably 
-of  glacial  age,  and  was  formed  by  an  effluent  from  the  retreating 
ice  sheet.  The  clay  is  of  excellent  quality  for  potters’  work,  and 
the  Ewenny  potteries,  where  the  clay  is  used,  have  been  worked

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for  a very  long  period — some  say  since  the  time  of  the  Romans. 
Glacial  beds  also  occur  largely  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Pyle  and 
likewise  at  Pencoed,  and  in  smaller  quantities  in  other  parts  of  the 
district. 

Of  the  recent  formations,  besides  the  river  gravels  in  the  valleys, 
I may  mention  the  very  large  extent  of  blown  sand  forming  the 
Merthyr  Mawr  Warren,  which  has  rendered  a large  quantity  of  land 
useless  for  agricultural  purposes. 


THE  POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  district  (excluding  the  Asylum),  as  the- 
result  of  the  census  taken  in  1901,  was  found  to  be  14,581  persons 
giving  an  average  of  4 85  persons  per  house. 

Northern  Division,  average  per  house  was  4’89  ; 

Central  Division  average  per  house  was  4‘88  ; and 

Western  Division  average  per  house  was  4-80. 

In  estimating  the  population  for  the  year  1905,  I have  multi- 
plied the  number  of  occupied  houses  in  each  division  by  4-8,  after 
adding  the  number  of  new  houses,  and  subtracting  the  number 
closed  and  vacant.  This  gives  an  increase  of  population,  to  end 
of  June,  in  the  Northern  Division  of  7.  in  the  Central  of  157,  and 
a decrease  in  the  Western  of  6 persons  during  the  year. 

The  total  population  of  the  district  (exclusive  of  the  Asylum) 
thus  is  estimated  at  15,891. 


The  population  of  the  County  Asylum  was  1.949  in  June  last- 
year  : — Angelton,  871  ; Parc  Gwllt,  1,078. 

The  sum  total  of  the  population  of  the  Penybont  Rural 
District,  with  the  population  of  the  Asylum,  is  therefore,  17,840 
persons. 

The  number  of  occupied  houses  in  the  district  is  3,311  ; 85(> 
in  the  Northern,  955  in  the  Central,  and  1,500  in  the  Western 
Division  : —

BIRTHS. 

The  births  registered  during  the  year  (exclusive  of  the  3 at 
Asylum)  were  515  ; of  these  257  were  males,  and  258  were  females. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  district  was  32 HI  per  1,000  persons,  as 
compared  with  27  2,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  and  26*3, 
the  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales. 

The  rate  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  ending  30th  March,, 
was  29 *86.  For  the  quarter  ending  30th  June  the  rate  was  38' 76. 
For  the  quarter  ending  30th  September  it  was  29*57.  For  the 
last  quarter,  ending  31st  December,  it  was  32*28. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  Northern  Division  was  34*57  ; for  the 
Central,  28*37  ; and  for  the  Western,  33*75. 

The  Asylum  birth-rate  was  1*54  per  1,000  of  population,  there 
being  at  the  County  Asylum  3 births — two  males  and  one  female. 
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Table  I.  shews  the  estimated  population  of  the  present  district, 
corrected  by  the  results  of  the  census  in  1901,  the  births,  deaths, 
and  excess  of  births  over  deaths  in  successive  years  (excluding  the 
population  of  the  Asylum),  and  of  the  parish  of  Newton  Nottage 
constituted  the  Urban  District  of  Porthcawl,  1893.

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There  is  this  year  still  a hopeful  diminution  in  the  death-rate 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  the  other  years 
in  the  table,  this  year  being  4 7 below  the  average  of  the  preceding 
10  years  ; this  is  due,  with  little  doubt,  to  the  clemency  of  the 
weather  through  the  year,  neither  very  hot  in  the  summer,  nor  very 
cold  in  the  winter.

This  is  not  a year  with  an  exceptionally  low  death-rate  ; but 
for  the  prevalence  of  Zymotic  Diseases  in  the  district,  and  the 
consequent  tribute  in  deaths  from  these  causes,  the  rate  would  have 
been  lower. 

Excluding  the  Zymotic,  or  so  called  preventible  diseases,  the 
death-rate  would  have  been  14*41,  instead  of  16*24.  The  Zymotic 
deaths  represent  more  than  a ninth  of  the  total  deaths. 


DEATHS. 

During  the  year  1905,  257  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district 
(excluding  the  Asylum)  ; of  these  133  were  males,  and  124  were 
females. 


The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  amounted  to  258. 

The  death-rate  of  the  district  per  1,000  persons  living  was 
16*24,  as  compared  with  13  41  in  1904,  16*82  in  1903,  16*80  in  1902, 
and  16*93  in  1901. 

The  corrected  rate  was  14*40,  by  the  introduction  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Asylum,  as  compared  with  12*02  in  1904.

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The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1905  was  152. 

The  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  was  149. 

The  rate  for  the  Northern  Division  was  14  36  ; for  the  Central 
Division  was  18-98  ; and  for  the  Western  Division  15-42. 

The  rate  for  the  quarter  of  the  year  ending  30th  March  was 
2T89  ; for  the  quarter  ending  30th  June  was  16*61  ; for  the  quarter 
ending  30th  September  9 -77  ; and  for  the  last  quarter  15  76. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  were  28  ; 
the  death-rate  per  1,000  living  was  T76,  as  compared  with  l-20  in 
1904,  1-94  in  1903,  1 94  in  1902,  and  3*70  in  1901. 

The  zymotic  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  R52. 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts,  excluding  the  217  towns,  was 
109. 

The  rate  for  the  Northern  Division  was  1'22  ; for  the  Central, 
1‘75  ; and  for  the  Western  Division,  2'08. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  }^ear  of  age  were  64. 

The  rates  for  the  divisions  respectively,  were  : — Northern, 
98-59  ; Central,  137*  15  ; and  Western,  13T69  per  1,000  births. 

The  rate  for  the  district  was  124-27. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  128. 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts  was  113. 

At  the  County  Asylum  166  deaths  were  registered,  of  these 
92  were  males  and  74  females. 

The  excess  of  deaths  over  births  was  163. 

The  death-rate  for  the  Asylum  was  85-17  as  compared  with 
12T83  in  1904,  107  06  in  1903,  85-26  in  1902,  and  82  55  in  1901. 

The  166  deaths  at  the  Asylum,  among  a population  of  1,949, 
are  not  included  in  the  total  deaths  on  which  the  above  mortality 
rates  for  the  district  are  based,  nor  those  in  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  and 
the  population  of  the  Asylum  is  ignored,  except  in  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  Tables.

Inquests  : — Ten  inquests  were  held  in  the  District  during 
the  year  ; of  these,  one  was  attributed  to  Heart  Disease,  five  to 
Accident,  two  Suicides  by  hanging,  one  to  Convulsions  and  one 
Parturition. 

There  were  three  inquests  also  at  the  Asylum  on  deaths  from

DIPHTHERIA. 

Eight  deaths  from  Diphtheria  were  recorded,  as  compared  with 
4 in  1904,  17  in  1903,  20  in  1902,  32  in  1901,  and  12  in  1900.  See 
Tables  VIII.  and  VIII. a. 

The  death  rate  was  O’ 50  per  1,000  ; 0 25  in  1904  ; 1T0  in 
1903;  1*33  in  1902. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0T6. 

The  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  was  0T5. 

The  case  fatality  was  1455  per  cent ; 7 14  in  1904  ; 23 *28  in 
1903  ; 13  24  in  1902.' 

The  fatality  was  thus  9 per  cent,  less  than  in  the 
year.

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The  number  of  cases  certified  was  55  ; 56  in  1904  ; 73  in  1903  : 
151  in  1902. 

The  case  prevalence  per  1,000  was  3’46  ; 356  in  1904  ; 4*72 
in  1903  ; 10T0  in  1902, 

The  cases  were  distributed  through  the  greater  portion  of  the 
district — 6 in  the  Northern  division,  15  in  the  Central,  and  34  in 
the  Western. 

Of  the  6 cases  in  the  Northern,  3 were  in  one  house ; the  other 
3 were  separate  from  one  another  as  to  time  and  place,  and  not 
connected  with  any  further  outbreak. 

Of  the  15  cases  in  the  Central,  5 were  in  one  house  at  Ewenny, 
5 in  one  house  at  Wick,  2 at  Pencoecl,  and  3 scattered  as  to  their 
localities. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  in  the  Western  Division  were  at 
Cefn  (26),  Kenfig  Hill  (1),  Tondu  (3),  Aberkenfig  (3),  Cornelly  (1). 

The  bulk  of  cases  in  the  district  were  associated  with  school 
life.  The  number  of  cases  under  five  years  were  17  ; between  the 
age  of  five  years  and  fifteen,  27  (about  49T  per  cent.)  ; and  of  the 
other  cases  under  and  over  this  period  of  life,  they  were  almost  all, 
without  exception,  infected  by  the  children  who  came  home  ill 
from  school. 

Leaflets  of  instruction  are  distributed  to  each  house  at 
the  time  of  inspection. 

There  is  great  carelessness  displayed,  more  particularly  by 
women,  in  visiting  infected  houses,  and  often  by  taking  young 
children  with  them. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

No  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  registered,  as  compared  with 
none  in  1904,  3 in  1903,  no  death  in  1902,  2 deaths  in  1901,  and 
1 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  OP  per  1,000. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  O il. 

The  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  was  0’09. 

The  number  of  cases  certified  was  33,  as  compared  with  82  in 
1904,  67  in  1903,  88  in  1902,  106  in  1901,  and  23  in  1900. 
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The  case  fatality  was  nil. 

The  case  prevalence  was  2*08  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  5*21 
pi  1904,  and  4-33  in  1903. 

The  monthly  incidence  may  be  seen  in  Table  VI.  The  case 
prevalence  since  1890  in  Table  VIII. a. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  was  no  death  from  Enteric  Fever,  as  compared  with 
2 deaths  in  1904,  1 death  in  1903,  no  death  in  1902,  2 deaths  in 
1901,  and  1 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  0*0  per  1,000  persons  living  ; 0T2  in  1904, 
and  0*06  in  1903. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-09  for  “ Fever.” 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts  was  0'09. 

The  cases  certified  were  4,  as  compared  with  4 in  1904,  12  in 
1903,  4 in  1902,  9 in  1901  and  10  in  1900. 

The  case  fatality  was  0 per  cent  ; 50'  in  1904  ; 8-3  in  1903. 

The  case  prevalence  was  01 25  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
0-25  in  1904,  0*78  in  1903,  0*26  in  1902,  0 61  in  1901,  and  0*67 
in  1900. 

Of  the  4 cases,  1 was  at  Aberkenfig,  1 Tondu,  1 Penprisk,  1 
Pyle  ; these  4 cases  were  widely  separated  in  time  and  place,  and 
not  connected  with  further  outbreak. 

The  local  sanitary  conditions  are  inspected  in  all  cases,  and 
any  defects  found  reported.  Disinfectants  are  left  at  the  houses, 
and  leaflets  with  instructions  given  as  to  the  precautions  to  be 
taken. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

No  death  was  caused  by  Puerperal  Fever,  as  compared  with 
no  death  in  1904,  1 in  1903,  4 in  1902,  1 in  1901,  and  3 in  1900. 

The  number  of  cases  certified  was  I,  as  compared  with  2 in  1904, 
2 in  1903,  5 in  1902,  2 in  1901,  and  3 in  1900. 


The  case  fatality  was  nil. 
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The  case  prevalence  was  0*06  per  1,000  ; 0T2  in  1904  ; 01J 
in  1903. 

In  these  cases  the  bed,  bed-clothes,  and  clothing  are  disin- 
fected or  burned,  and  compensation  given  in  the  latter  alternative. 

I hope  the  action  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  mav  have  the 
effect  of  diminishing  the  mortality  from  this  disease. 

Most  midwives  are  now  registered  under  this  Act. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


One  death  from  Erysipelas  was  certified,  as  compared  with 
no  death  in  1904,  2 in  1903,  3 in  1902,  no  death  in  1901,  and  1 in 
1900. 

The  cases  reported  were  8,  as  compared  with  2 in  1904,  11  in 
1903,  25  in  1902,  10  in  1901,  and  7 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  0’06  per  1.000. 


The  case  fatality  was  125  per  cent. 


The  case  prevalence  per  1,000  was  0\50  ; 0T2  in  1904;  0‘7I 
in  1903. 


MEASLES. 

Fourteen  deaths  were  attributed  to  Measles,  as  compared  with 

5 deaths  in  1904,  0 in  1903,  4 in  1902,  none  in  1901,  and  2 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  0'88  per  1,000;  032  in  1904;  039  in 
1903. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0 30. 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts  was  0 24. 

Measles  was  especially  prevalent  during  the  months  of  March, 
June,  October,  November  and  December. 

All  the  three  divisions  were  invaded,  the  Western  suffering 
most  ; there  were  3 deaths  in  the  Northern,  5 in  the  Central,  and 

6 in  the  Western. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH, 

Five  deaths  were  due  to  Whooping  Cough,  as  compared  with 
2 deaths  in  1904.  1 in  1903,  4 in  1902,  12  in  1901,  and  2 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  0 31  per  1,000. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  025. 

The  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  was  0 20. 

Whooping  Cough  prevailed  during  July,  August,  September 
and  October. 

Parts  of  the  whole  district  were  affected. 

DIARRH(EA. 

One  death  was  caused  by  Diarrhoea,  as  compared  with  6 deaths 
in  1904,  2 in  1903,  1 in  1902,  6 in  1901,  and  3 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  Avas  006. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0*59. 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts  was  0-32. 


INFLUENZA. 

Four  deaths  from  Influenza  were  recorded,  as  compared  with 
4 deaths  in  1904,  6 in  1903,  4 in  1902,  S in  1901,  and  3 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  025  per  1,000;  0*25  in  1904*  0*39  in 
1903. 

Influenza  was  prevalent,  to  some  extent,  during  the  whole 
year,  but  tended  to  decline  through  November  and  December. 

For  deaths  and  cases,  death-rate  and  prevalence  per  1,000  in 
previous  years  of  the  above  notifiable  and  other  epidemic  diseases, 
see  Tables  VIII.  and  VIII. a,  IX.  and  IX. a. 

The  measures  adopted  to  limit  the  spread  of  infectious  disease 
were  the  same  as  in  previous  years  ; with  the  addition  in  1900  of 
the  distribution  of  leaflets  containing  advice  and  instructions  ; 
and  in  1903  the  Council  adopted  the  suggestion  that  in  cases  of 
Diphtheria  (in  lieu  of  the  prolonged  isolation  generally  held  to  be 
necessary  to  ensure  the  safety  of  others  from  risk  of  infection), 
two  swabs  from  the  throat  and  nose  of  the  patient,  taken  at  an 
interval  of  a week,  and  pronounced  free  from  Diphtheria  Bacilli  by 
the  ( ounty  Bacteriologist  should  free  such  case  from  further 
quarantine.  » 
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THE  CLOSING  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Pencoed  School  closed  one  month — January — Scarlet  Fever. 
Cefn  and  Bryndu  School  closed  two  months — January  and  February 
- — Diphtheria.  Tondu,  Aberkenfig,  Cornelly,  Pontrliydycuff  closed 
— Measles — April,  May,  June,  July. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  state  of  Slaughter-houses  is  sometimes  better,  sometimes 
worse  ; but  always  unsatisfactory  at  Aberkenfig.  The  erection 
of  a Public  Abattoir  is  a prime  necessity  for  Aberkenfig  and  neigh- 
bourhood. 


GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

Water  Surely. — Wells  repaired  at  Sker,  Wainymere  and 
Maudlam.

Water  Schemes  are  prepared  for  Pencoed,  but  not  carried  out. 

The  W ater  Supply  for  Pontrliydycuff  and  Llangynwyd  is 
under  consideration.  This  is  an  extension  of  the  Troedrhiwgarth 
Scheme. 

Deficient  water  supplies  at  Pencoed,  Pontrliydycuff, . and 
St.  Brides  Major. 

Sewerage. — Subsidiary  sewers  for  St.  Brides  Minor,  Bryn- 
menin,  Tondu,  and  Aberkenfig  are  completed,  and  about  500  houses 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewers. 

A Sewerage  Scheme  is  under  consideration  for  Ivenfig  Hill. 

A Sewerage  Scheme  is  being  considered  for  Troedrhiwgarth. 

A Sewerage  Scheme  adapted  for  these  villages  respectively 
is  much  needed  for  each  of  the  following  villages,  viz.  : — Coity, 
Coychurch,  Kenfig  Hill,  Pencoed  and  Peirprisk,  Southerndown, 
St.  Bride’s  Major  and  Wick. 

In  other  villages  no  system  of  drainage  has  been  provided. 
The  reconstruction  of  defective  privies  would  tend  greatly  to 
promote  the  health  of  the  district. 

I hope  that  now  a second  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed 
a detailed  house-to-house  inspection  of  all  dwelling  houses  will 
be  carried  out,  with  a view  to  ascertain  and  report  sanitary  defects. 
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Slop  Sewage. — The  overflow  from  stables,  pig-sties,  and 
manure  heaps  continues  to  drain  into  the  main  roads.  This  still 
may  be  seen  at  Broughton.  Wick,  Coity,  Coychurch,  South  Gornelly, 
Kenfig  Hill,  Corntown,  Pencoed,  Southerndown  and  St.  Brides 
Major. 

House  Accommodation. — -Forty-nine  houses  have  been  erected 
and. occupied  in  the  district  during  1905. 

Twenty- three  were  in  course  of  construction ; five  were  rebuilt.. 
No  houses  were  closed  as  unfit  for  occupation,  and  6 were  vacant. 

New  Bye-laws. — Certain  Bye-laws  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
Rural  districts  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  the  required 
• sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  lias  enabled  them  to  be 
enforced. 


Factory  Act. — Bakehouses  and  workshops  have  been  in- 
spected. The  sanitary  arrangements,  including  cleanliness,  air 
space  for  the  number  employed,  ventilation,  and  water  supply 
were  in  each  instance  fairly  satisfactory.  A report  on  the  Act  is 
appended. 

Scavenging. — The  scavenging  arrangements  at  Aberkenfig 
have  been  improved,  the  streets  are  scavenged  three  days  a week 
bv  contract.  Some  other  villages  have  dust-bins  supplied,  which 
are  emptied  by  contract  or  by  a neighbouring  farmer.  Many  have 
been  removed  as  causing  nuisance. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

] . The  construction  of  sewerage  works  for  Newcastle  Higher, 
St.  Brides  Minor,  and  Ynysawdre  is  completed,  and 
500  houses  connected. 

2.  The  Sewerage  of  Pencoed,  Kenfig  Hill,  Coychurch,  Southern- 

down,  Coity,  St.  Brides  Major  and  Wick. 

3.  Hospital  for  isolation  accommodation,  nearly  completed. 

4.  The  re-construction  of  all  ill-constructed  closets. 

5.  The  closure  or  repair  of  dilapidated  dwellings. 

6.  Improved  water  supply  for  Pencoed,  St.  Brides  GVXajoiy 

Llangynwyd  and  Pontrhydycuff. 

7.  A public  slaughter-house  at  Aberkenfig. 
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I am  glad  that  the  services  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Council.  This  appointment,  I have  no 
doubt,  will  lead  to  many  improvements  in  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  district,  such  as  (after  the  results  of  a house-to-house  inspection 
have  been  reported)  to  the  re-construction  of  ill-constructed  closets  ; 
to  the  closure  or  repair  of  damp  or  dilapidated  cottages  ; to  the 
inspection  of  new  houses,  with  a view  to  the  prevention  of  errors 
of  construction  ; and  to  the  abatement  of  serious  nuisances  caused 
by  the  overflow  from  stables,  manure  heaps,  pig  sties,  etc.  ; with 
the  amelioration  of  these  unsanitary  circumstances  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants  should  be  enhanced  to  a marked  extent.
